Happiness Again 

Once a tribe named Ku-Ni-Aks roamed about the U. High plains below the Great 
Lakes I Ins tr.be had been fnendly with the pioneers, but a white man had betraved 
the Indians alter smoking the peace pipe, and it was a long time before they trusted 

the white man again. 'I his tells the story of how the Indians again became friendly 
with the settlers. 

BIG-CHIhb-RAIN-IN- I HE-FACE loved his tribe, and always tried to protect it, 
Ilis mate, SQL AW -W AR-PAINT, helped him much. One day, when BIG-CHIEF- 
RAIX-IX-1 11 E-h AC K, LI I 1 LE-C HIEF-1 >LG\V-’EM-UP, and their squaws, WAR- 
PAIX I and SLEEPING-WATER, were talking in front of a wigwam, they were 
suddenly interrupted by FLEET-FOOT, the messenger. He said that SITTING-BULL, 
an ancient Indian who predicted happenings, had stated that soon there would be trouble 
between 111A WAT HA and M INNKH A i 1 A. 

This upset the chief, because HIAWATHA and MINNEHAHA were young lovers 
whom the rest of the tribe hoped to see wedded. HIAWATHA was destined to become 
chief some day, because of Ids great strength, and MINNEHAHA was most renowned 
for her beauty. 

Immediately a pow-wow was called. TOM-TOM-TROOPER and FLAT-FOOT 
beat a tattoo, calling the Indians together. TOTEM-POLE was the first there, and 
STICK-IN-THE-MUI) was last. Neither HIAWATHA nor MINNEHAHA was there. 

When the Chief told them about the dire situation there was profound grief; not 
even HEAP-BIG-GRIX-IN-d HE-FACE smiled. M AR-WHOOP was quite subdued, 
as was LAUGHING-WATERS. 

SITTING-BULL, after being summoned, said. "HIAWATHA and MINNEHAHA 
no see each Other more, both like white person. Been meeting and seeing white man 
and squaw. That’s why not here now. You see, no marry each other, less you do 
something." 

Immediately the Indians were aroused. Their old enemies were again stirring up 
trouble. But they would don the war paint. There followed a war dance led by SABER¬ 
TOOTH and SQUAW-LONG-LOCKS. WA-WHOO and WO-HK-LO punctuated the 
dance with frequent shrieks. SLEEPING-I 1IUNDER broke loose and let volleys of 
reproach fall on whosoever was near. CLOUD-IN-THE-FACE looked more doleful 
than ever, and set up a low wail. EONG-DRINK-Ol'-M A 1 KR carried NO 1-SO-7 ALL 
on his shoulders as he danced, both looking very grotesque. M E-HO 1 and RAX KN- 
LOCKS went to search for the missing couple, with SKY-HAWK and FUCKT-WING 
as companions. And after the dance the Indians all prayed to the SIX GOD tor help, 
a rite in which the MEDICINE DOC I OR proved a prominent character. 

As dusk fell on the SILVER-WATERS that eve, the PALE-MOON slowly rose 
over distant hills, a BRIGHT-STAR glowed just below the tip of the moon, while over 
the SHINING-WATERS a SILVER-STAR twinkled brightly. A LI l I LE-MRh-hLi 
sparked near a drooping SUN-FLOWER, and a DEKR-bAll. appealed lor a moment 
at the water's edge. SQUAW-RED-TOP and SLEEPING-WOLF could be seen outlined 
on top the bill, peering around for a view ot the mining oiks. 

WEE-WEE-NO-NO ran lightly up the hill, carrying a bag of water tor evening use. 
POCOHANTAS could be seen prancing a war-dance by herseh )clore ycr 
which forebode ill for any pale-face she should meet.

In the midst of the evening preparations, on top the hill suddenly appeared LlLY- 
h. U ])KV , white maiden whom the Indians had reared. The preparations for the 
\al ceased as LILY-MAIDEN started to talk.— 

ho have reared me. Think not hard thoughts about the white 
man. Wait and permit HIAWATHA or MINNEHAHA to speak for themselves. I 
now go to speak to my white kinsmen. Do not detain me, for I am determined to go. 
J will return before the morrow.” With those words she disappeared; and though there 
was a general movement made to detain her, the Chief said to let her depart. 

A restless night was passed, yet nothing occurred in the way of news. Then as 
the DAWN appeared in the east, a noise was heard at the foot of the hill; and peering 
down, the Indians could see several people ascending. LAUGHING-WATERS, who 
had been on the hillside watching the day DAWN, nestled in a bed of BUTTERCUPS, 
the flower of her heart, ran into camp and said that the group contained both Indians 
and white men. Immediately the listeners became hostile. 

When the comers reached the top. the Indians were amazed to see that the LILY- 
MAIDEN was hurt and was being carried by a pale-face, also that HIAWATHA and 
MINNEHAHA were together. Then Hiawatha explained that the LILY-MAIDEN had 
met the PALE-FAC E-SHIEK several moons ago, and a great love had grown in her 
heart for him. It was lie that discovered that the LILY-MAIDEN, PALE-FACE- 
GARBO, and PALE-FACE-GAB-A-LOT were sisters; that LILY-MAIDEN had been 
kidnaped in her infancy by a wicked white man, and her family had long thought her 
dead. This kidnaper was the same man who had previously deceived the Indians, and 
who had left this tiny baby in their care at his death.
